Origin of Sport Utility Vehicles 


Even car companies have struggled to 
invent a vehicle that wasteful. 


For years, Americans wondered: "What is 
the best way to waste my money?" They 
said: "If only I could buy a vehicle that's 
pretty much just like a station wagon, but 
for twice the price. I'd gladly go into debt 
for a vehicle that uses twice as much gas, 
has features that I’ll never use and is a 
hazard on the road." 


They tried a vehicle filled 
with unnecessary features. 
One was filled with complex 
equipment that could 
predict the mating habits 
of small sandcrabs native 
to the lower Hew Jersey 
shore. Not useless enough 
for Americans. 


They attempted to build a vehicle that was impossible to 
parallel park. The Toyota No-Turn was 25 feet long and 
incapable of turning its wheels or going in reverse. 
Americans still found it not difficult enough to park. 


They tried the Chrysler Fuel Spill, a vehicle with high-pressure 
hoses that shot gasoline all over the place. Still too much 
fuel economy for Americans. 


Finally, they succeeded! They combined all these elements of 
waste into what they called the sport utility vehicle! It’s bigger 
than a car, which made it harder to manuever and park, but was 
too small to be useful as a van.
